BRITISH H-BOMB 
PLANT ACCIDENT 
KILLS SENTIS 


Three Other Men In- 
jured—No Radiation 
Involved, Govern. 
ment Says.

LONDON, Dec. 13 (UP)— 
The government announced to- 
day that a scientist was killed 
and three other men were in- 
jured Wednesday in an acci- 
dent at Britain’s H-bomb re- 
search station. 

The statement said no radi- 
ation was involved in the acci- 
dent. 

The casualties occurred at 
the top-secret atomic weapons 
research establishment in A\l- 
dermaston, Berkshire, 40 miles 
northwest of London. 

A statement issued by the 
Atomic Energy Authority said 
a fire broke out in a small fur- 
nace in one of the laboratories 
there.

A McDonnell Voodoo jet 
fighter-bomber that was de- 
signed principally to fly long 
distances rather than achieve 
high speeds in a short flight 
‘today holds the official world 
s*peed record for manned flight 
‘with a speed of 1207.6 miles 
an hour set yesterday in a test 
‘in California. 


The plane, the twin -jet 
F-101A, is manufactured by 
McDonnell Aircraft Corp. here. 
It was designed by a team of 
McDonnell engineers headed 
by Edward Flesh of 8330 Stan- 
ford avenue, University City, 
a native St. Louisan. 


Flesh explained today that 
the primary objective in de- 
signing the swept-wing Voodoo 
was long range with ability to 
Carry a nuclear weapon. 

“Of course, speed is a con- 
sideration in almost any air- 
plane and we wanted fast per- 
formance over the target,” he 
said. 

Flesh expressed the belief 
the plane “might go even 
faster” if temperature condi- 
tions were favorable and a 
course longer than the 10.1- 
mile distance flown yesterday 
were provided. 

With and Against Wind. 

In yesterday's test over Ed- 
wards Air Force Base, the 
plane reached a speed of 1212.8 
miles an hour downwind and 
1202.5 against the wind. Re- 
search planes of other types 
have flown much faster in un- 
official tests. 


Two passes were made yes- 


by Drew. His plane was 
clocked at about 1185 miles an 
hour Tuesday, but the effort 
was nullified by failure of a 
timing camera. 

The plane flown by Drew is 
in use by the Tactical Air Com- 
mand. It is one of three F-101 
models manufactured by Mc- 
Donnell. The other two are a 
photo-reconnaissance plane 
and an interceptor fighter. 


|New speed records for west-to- 


east-coast and transcontinental 
flights were set by the photo- 
reconnaissance model last 
month. They were developed 
from an experimental design, 
the XF-88, which was rejected 
by the Government in 1946. 

Military research planes, 
flying at extreme altitudes, are 
reported to have reached 
speeds as high as 1900° miles 
/an hour.

Poorer nations have long 


urged creation of such a fund 


to provide $150,000,000_ to 
$250,000,000 a year for loans 


and grants for such non-paying | 
projects as roads and schools. | 


The United States considered 
the idea unrealistic. 


“The resources .that coun- 
tries are now prepared to make 


available would be totally in- 
adequate to establish a fund 
of sufficient size to do the job 
intended for it,” Representative 
Walter J. Judd (Rep.), Minne- 
sota, a member of the United 
State’s delegations, told the 


| committee. 


The United States proposed 
instead that $100,000,000 be 
spent annually to finance in- | 
dustrial and agricultural train- 
ing institutes, surveys of re- 
sources and other special pro- 
jects that would foster furth- | 
er economic development of re- | 
cipient countries. | 

Judd promised to urge Con- | 
gress to supply $40,000,000 of | 
the total. Other U. N. members 
would be asked to contribute 
the rest.

With great interest I read the 
interview with Edouard Van Re- 
moortel, guest conductor of the St. 

Though 
Mr. Van Remoortel’s right to ex- 
press his opinions in regard to state 
support of orchestras is beyond 
question, I would like to take ex- 
ception to his statement that “state 
support is very dangerous—the be- 
ginning of the end.” 

It is a historical fact that the 
orchestras in Europe—large and 
small—have been supported by 
states and municipalities through 
the centuries with no apparent in- 
terference in their artistic activ- 
ities. 

The financial stability so created 
helped to build the orchestras into 
solid organizations with limited or 
no turnover in personnel, with the 
musicians enjoying security and so- 
cial standing unknown in this coun- 
try—possibly with the exception of 
Boston and Philadelphia. 

It might well be advisable to con- 
sider seriously some kind of state 
or municipal support for our sym- 
phony orchestras (possibly in co- 
operation with private philan- 
thropy) as we give willingly to our 
libraries and schools. If we don’t, 
the future of our musical institu- 
tions seems to be bleak indeed.

Not by Slamming Doors 


Premier Bulganin was following a well worn 
pattern when he sent letters to the NATO allies 
on the eve of the Paris conference. There is no 
reason to doubt that the purpose, as the State 
Department said, was propaganda. But as propa- 
ganda is involved in everything any major gov- 
ernment says these days, to affix that label does 
not mean very much. 

We continue to believe that the State Depart- 
ment makes a serious mistake in slamming the 
door in the Russians’ faces whenever they un- 
dertake what is contemptuously called a “peace 
offensive.” To millions of people the world over, 
peace offensives are desirable, not contemptible. 
Instead of being identified as the constant nay- 
sayer, the United States might profitably launch 
a peace offensive or two of its own. 

What exactly did Premier Bulganin have to 
say? The State Department has followed its 
usual habit of denouncing it before revealing it, 
but reports from Bonn say the message was “to 
the point, calm in tone and very serious.” 

Obviously the timing was calculated to sow 
doubt and division among the Western allies on 
the eve of the Paris conference. A wise di- 
plomacy would resist that intention while at the 
same time giving serious attention to the Moscow 
proposals. In some of them, or in a modification 
of them. there might just possibly be the origins 
of a peace settlement. And no responsible gov- 
ernment in this age can afford to slam the door 
on a possible peace settlement. 

Evidently Premier Bulganin repeated many 
Soviet proposals which have previously been 


rejected, But they do not all seem to be ridicu- 
lous, and should not be dismissed as such. When 
he offers a moratorium on nuclear tests to begin 
Jan. 1, many people the world over will approve, 
for they know that violations of such an agree- 
ment could be detected and thus each side would 


be safeguarded against bad faith. 

When Bulganin proposes that a central Euro- 
pean zone be kept free of atomic weapons—first 
the two Germanys, then Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia—he is not talking nonsense altogether. 


Both sides might gain so much by such an agree- 
ment—provided it were adequately inspected—as 
to make it worth while for both. So too a re- 


duction or withdrawal of troops from the two 
Germanys and some other countries of East and 
West Europe might well turn out to be a desir- 
able step, as Americans like George Kennan 
have been contending. At least such offers 
should be soberly explored. 

The prospect grows stronger that American 
proposals at the NATO conference will be over- 
whelmingly military in character. Yet among 
all our allies sentiment is said to be growing for 
negotiations with the Soviet Union despite offi- 
cial discouragement. The sentiment springs from 
a profound conviction that, necessary as is the 


military response to the Soviet challenge, the 
West must also respond on another plane. Arms 
are a means of securing an opportunity to make 
peace on fair and just terms. It would be folly 


to forget the end to which the means should be 
directed.

Window Dressing or Real Reform? 
The report that the County Council is consid- 
ering a merger of the offices of Collector, As- 
sessor and County Clerk is encouraging as far as 
it goes. But reform should go farther. Merger 
or elimination of many other independently 
elected administrative officers is indicated. 

For a start, the Council ought to consider 
merging the Sheriff's office, brought into con- 
siderable disrepute in the last few years by 
Sheriffs Mosley and Litzinger, with the four in- 
dependently-elected Constables. Perhaps even 
the Circuit Clerk’s office could be included, and 
the whole made into an office of legal adminis- 
tration. The office head could be appointed by 
either the Supervisor or the Circuit Judges, and 
all employes could be required to qualify for 
their jobs on merit. That would be an improve- 
ment. : 

Changes such as these, or the merger the 
Council is reported considering, require amend- 
ment of the County Charter. That means the 
issue must be decided by the people.

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Two Escapes for County Housing 

St. Louls county’s intent Housing Authority 
happily has eased past two ambushes prepared 
for it by a South County group that has dis- 
played an unreasoning opposition to public hous- 
ing. The way thus is clear for the Authority 
to proceed with its first big project, 350 clean, 
modern low-rent units at Jefferson Barracks. 

The first failure to kill or cripple the Hous- 
ing Authority came in the courts, where a suit 
to halt the Barracks project was dismissed. The 
second came in the County Council. By a 3 to 2 
vote the Council defeated a “request” to the 
Authority to halt all operations while the Elec- 
tion Board checked petitions calling for a refer- 
endum at the November 1958 general élection 
to kill public housing. 

Councilmen Richard A. Hetlage and Frank L. 
Martini, Republicans, joined Democrat Maurice 
M. Abramson to defeat the proposal. They ex- 
hibited sound judgment. Républican Council- 
man George E. Bohrer, who introduced the re- 
quest in behalf of the South County group, was 
joined in favor of delay by Chairman L. Gordon 
Davis, also a Republican. 

In the debate Mr. Bohrer seemed to imply that 
all those who signed the South County group's 
petitions were against public housing. This is 
directly contrary to the sales argument of those 
who circulated the petitions. They pointed out, 
correctly, that a signature merely called for a 
referendum on the question—that it did not com- 
mit 4he signer to vote either way. 

There is no question that the county suffers a 
shortage of safe and sanitary dwellings for low- 
income rental. The County Council itself is on 
record to this effect. Private operators cannot 
meet the need at low-income rentals. The pur- 
pose of the Housing Authority is to meet this 
need. Under the circumstances, we believe that 
the Housing Authority deserves the continued 
support of the Council, and that the Authority 
itself ought to resist vigorously any efforts to tie 
its hands or to kill it off. 
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Let’s Have the First Atomic Plane 

The Defense Department is spending time 
on a problem that really is not too difficult 
of solution. The problem: Whether to com- 
pete with Soviet Russia for a prestige-establish- 
ing first in some flyable kind of atomic plane, 
or take more time to create one militarily useful. 

Can there be any real doubt that we should 
seek to create a flyable atomic plane first and 
modify it for military use later? While Sputniks 
I and II have practically no military value at 
present their propaganda value to Moscow is 
undeniable. Similarly, a plane that derived its 
power from the atom would attract world-wide 
attention becauge of its significance both for 
peacetime and wartime. 

This country commissioned the first atomic 
submarine in September 1954, and now has 
three of them while Russia, as far as is known, 
has none. Moscow just last week launched the 
first atomic-powered surface ship, an icebreaker 
which is scheduled to be commissioned in a few 
months. At the same time we laid the keel of 
what is to be our first nuclear surface ship. It 
cannot be commissioned before late 1960. 

Representative Melvin Price of Illinois assumes 
that the Russians will sacrifice everything they 
can to speed in producing their plane, while 
our Atomic Energy Commission and Air Force 
will take greater pains and more time to achieve 
a plane that will be perfect in every detail. 
Does this mean that the satellite story is to be 
repeated? Does it mean that our authorities will 
again overlook the advantages of being first until 
after we have been relegated to second place? 

Now is an excellent time to decide that we 
want an atomic plane in the air, even if it is 
not the last word in military effectiveness. The 
Wright brothers never would have flown the 
first motored plane in 1903 had they sought to 
make it a first military plane.

Another Chance for France 

Once more France has escaped condemnation 
of its Algerian policy. by the United Nations. But 
the Assembly did vote a somewhat stronger reso- 
lution than that of last February—which ex- 
pressed “hope” that the conflict would be ended 
in conformity with the U.N, Charter. And it did 
so by a vote of 80 to 0; France not voting, and 
the South African delegate being absent. 

Especially in view of the approval of the-reso- 
lution by the Algerian National Liberation 
Front, it must be taken as an implied warning 
that the French would do well to end the North 
African war on their own initiative, instead of 
forcing international action with all the difficul- 
ties this would involve. 

While expressing “concern” over the Algerian 
situation, the resolution went on to “take note 
of the offer of good offices made by His Majesty 
the King of Morocco and His Excellency the 
President of the Republic of Tunisia,” and it 
further expressed “the wish that in a spirit of 
effective co-operation” negotiations be started 
and “other appropriate means utilized” to reach 
a solution. 

Thus the intelligent offer of President Bour- 
guiba and King Mohammed has the backing of 
the U.N. If France continues to ignore the sin- 
cere efforts of these two North African friends 
of the West, she will be setting herself in isola- 
tion against the considered judgment of the 
world.

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Tying Down Our Gains 

The Administration’s decision to forego a re- 
quest for further civil rights legislation next year 
impresses us as on the whole a wise one. The 
year ahead can more profitably be spent in 
consolidating the gains already achieved. This 
is particularly true since the resignation of re- 
tired Justice Reed from the chairmanship of the 
newly created Civil Rights Commission. The 
resignation occurred unexpectedly before the 
commission had even sat down to work. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower thus faces the necessity of find- 
ing a neW chairman, and his appointee will con- 
front a tougher than ordinary organizing job 
because of the uncertainty and upset of one 
false start. | 

Mr. Eisenhower’s new Attorney General, Wil- 
liam P. Rogers, observed very sensibly that the 
country needed time for tenrpers and emotions 
to quiet down. There is also the further consid- 
eration that after an election year more political 
courage may be expected in Congress. 

At the earliest propitious time, further prog- 
ress on the civil rights front should be pressed 
for. What has been gained so far is plainly only 
a beginning. But it is not so much what is 
gained to begin with, as how much is retained 
over the long pull, that will count the solidest.

The Peace-Maker’s Hard Role

The grim fact is that we prepare for 
war like precocious giants and for 
peace like retarded. pygmies. 

Our policy and diplomacy—as the 
two sides in the cold war face each 
other—is becoming as rigid and de- 
fensive as the trench warfare of 40 
years ago, when two sides dug in, dug 
deeper, and lived in their ditches. Mil- 
itary moves that had been made pre- 
viously had resulted in slaughter with- 
out gain, so for a time, all movement 
was avoided. Occa- 
sionally there was 
almost a semblance 


essential 
that we avoid this 
kind of dangerous 
stalemate in inter- 
national policy to- 
day. No progress 
will be made if one 
side merely shouts 
“co-existence” — a 
sterile and negative 
concept—and “par- 
leys at the -sum- ? 
mit,” while the Jester B. Pearson 
other replies “no 

appeasement”; “no negotiation with- 
out proof of good faith.” 

What is needed is a new and vigor- 
ous determination to use every tech- 
nique of discussion. and negotiation 
that may be available; or, more im- 
portant, that can be made available. 
We must keep on trying to solve prob- 
lems, one by one, stage by stage, if 
not on the basis of confidence and 
co-operation, at least on that of mu- 
tual toleration and self-interest. 

What I plead for is no spectacular 
meeting of a Big Two or a Big Three 
or a Big Four at the summit, where 
the footing is precarious and the winds 
blow hard, but for frank, serious and 
complete exchanges of views—espe- 
cially between Moscow and Washing- 
ton—through diplomatic and political 
channels. 

Essential to the success of any such 
exchanges is the recognition by the 
West that. there are certain issues 
such as the unification of Germany 
and the stabilization of the Middle 
East which are not’likely to be settled 
in any satisfactory way without the 
participation of the U.S.S.R. Where 
that country has a legitimate security 
interest in an area or a problem, that

must be taken into account. It is also 
essential that the Soviet Union, in its 
turn, recognize the right of people to 
choose their own form of government 
without interference from _ outside 
forces or subversive domestic forces 
encouraged and assisted from outside. 


Perhaps a diplomatic effort of ‘this 
kind would not succeed. I have no 
illusions about its complexity or even 
its risks. The first failure would be 
to refuse to make the attempt. 


The time has come for us to make 
a move, not only from strength, but 
from wisdom and from confidence in 
ourselves: to concentrate on the pos- 
sibilities of agreement, rather than on 
the disagreements and failures, the 
evils and wrongs, of the past. 


It would be folly to expect quick, 
easy or total solutions. It would be 
folly also to expect hostility and fears 
suddenly to vanish. But it is equal, 
or even greater folly, to do nothing; 
to sit back, answer missile with mis- 
sile, insult with insult, ban with ban. 

That would be the complete bank- 
ruptcy of policy and diplomacy, and 
it would not make for peace. 


There can be no enduring and cre- 
ative peace if people are unfree. The 
instinct for personal and national free- 
dom cannot be destroyed. The at- 
tempt to do so by totalitarian and des- 
potic government will ultimately 
make not only for internal trouble 
but for international conflict. 


May I quote a very great American, 
Judge Learned Hand, on this point: 

“Most of the issues that mankind 
sets out to settle, it never does settle. 


They are not solved because they are 


incapable of solution, properly speak- 
ing, being concerned with incom- 
mensurables. At any rate... the 
opposing parties seldom do agree 
upon a solution; and the dispute fades 
into the past unsolved, though per- 
haps it may be renewed as history 
and fought over again. It disappears 
because it is replaced by some com- 
promise that, although not wholly ac- 
ceptable to either side, offers a tol- 
erant substitute for victory. He who 
would find the substitute needs an 
endowment as rich as possible in ex- 
perience, an experience which makes 
the heart generous and provides his 
mind with an understanding of the 
hearts of others.” 


Scientific Mistrust of Nixon 


(From the Chicago Sun-Times) 


Rightly or wrongly, many American 
scientists distrust Vice President Nix- 
on. They fear that if he ever became 
President,.their lot would be harass- 
ment, persecution and intimidation. 

How widely held this view is was 
demonstrated at a recent meeting of 
the American Physical Society in St. 
Louis. Some 250 of the nation’s lead- 
ing physicists enthusiastically ap- 
plauded Dr. Edward U. Condon’s de- 
nunciation of Nixon. 

Condon’'s fire was directed at Nix- 
on’s role in the House Un-American 
Activities at a time when scientists; 
Condon included, were its prime tar- 
get. Condon also assailed Nixon’s con- 
gressional campaign tactics in 1954, 
when, by indirection at least, the Vice 
President was impugning the loyalty 
of certain scientists who had left gov- 
ernment service. 

Condon accused Nixon of having 
boasted in 1954 that he persuaded the 
then Secretary of Navy Charles Thom- 
as to arbitrarily suspend Condon’s se- 
curity clearance. A world-renowned 
scientist then employed as research 
director for the Corning Glass Works, 
Corning, N.Y., Condon had been 
cleared of security risk charges on 
at least three previous occasions by 
appropriate loyalty boards. At the 
time Thomas overruled the last of 


these clearances in October, 1954, Con- 
don had just finished developing a 
pioneer nose cone for ballistics mis- 
siles. 


Thomas's ruling so confused and 
frightened Navy underlings that when 
the cone arrived in Washington via 
station wagon from Corning they re- 
fused to accept delivery. A few weeks 
later, the Navy shamefacedly asked for 
the cone which is a protoype of the 
models now in use. 


Nixon has never denied the charges 
made a short while later by the Atom- 
ic Scientists of Chicago that he used 
his influence to have Thomas act ad- 
versely against Condon. Nor has 
Nixon yet denied Condon’s latest accu- 
sation that the Vice President boasted 
of the alleged deed. . 

There has been considerable talk 
in government quarters of making offi- 
cial “amends” to Dr. J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer, with a view to securing his 
counsel on the solution of pressing sci- 
entifie problems. 


If Nixon hopes to be an effective 
political leader he may have to follow 
the same tack and try to make 
“amends” to Condon and other scien- 
tists who feel they or their profession 


were slurred by him in his congres- 


sional days and in the 1954 campaign. 


Between Book Ends 


The Moslem Imperative 


ISLAM IN MODERN HISTORY, by Wil- 
fred Cantwell Smith. (Princeton, 317 
pas., $6.) 

“The Fundamental spiritual crisis of 
Islam in the twentieth century stems 
from an awareness that something is 
awry between the religion which God 
has appointed and the historical de- 
velopment of the world which He 
controls.” 

So observes Dr. Wilfred Cantwell 
Smith, Professor of Comparative Re- 
ligion and Director of the Institute of 
Islamic Studies at Montreal’s McGill 
University, in this stimulating attempt 
to assess various Moslem responses to 
Islam’s confrontation with the West- 
ern world in recent decades. 

The all-embracing character of Is- 
lam has been pointed up on many oc- 
casions—but primarily from the view- 
point of the individual believer who 
finds therein a total explanation of 
reality. Smith’s stress upon the his- 
toric-communal aspect of Islamic the- 


- ology is the major contribution of his 


study. 

For the Moslem the realization of an 
Islamic community at each moment of 
history is a constant imperative and 
underlies his cohcept of salvation. In 
Islam the Reformation Christian di- 
chotomy between faith and works has 
no theological place; salvation is at- 
tained primarily by faith in the va- 
lidity of works; i.e., of attempts to 
achieve an Islamic order in each mo- 
ment of time. 

. *. 

It is thus not surprising that Moslem 
writing in the past century has em- 
phasized the meaning of this order in 
a world -fashioned by history which 
Islam could not control, a_ world 
shaped by Western political, economic, 
military and cultural ascendency. In 
this book Smith carefully analyzes 
many Islamic responses to this West- 
ern impact—especially the Wahhabi 
movement in Arabia, the Waliyullah in 
India, the Afghani in Iran, liberalism 
in many lands but especially in India, 
and, finally, the development of apolo- 
getics in the Arab world. 

The author’s main interest, however, 
lies not in intellectual history but in 
the correlation between these musings 
and various efforts to realize Islamic 
communities which would adequately 
respond to the requirements of the 
twentieth century. In the cases of 
post-partition India and of the Arab 
world Smith’s efforts are most reward- 
ing, particularly his dissection of 
Egyptian Islamien apologetics in terms 
of Arab yearning for a restoration of 
past glories. 

+ — ” 

However, Smith’s analyses of Turkey 
and Pakistan are less satisfying, espe- 
cially since his picture of Pakistan’s 
efforts to establish constitutionally an 
Islamic state seem colored by a cer- 
tain personal pique. It is furthermore 
regrettable that the author has had 
to confine himself to these four lands 
and to neglect Indonesia, Iran, North 
Africa and tropical Africa which con- 
tain almost as many Moslems as the 
areas he does treat. 

In spite of these caveats “Islam in 
Modern History” must be commended 
for its clear portrayal of Moslem his- 
torically and its assessment of the con- 
temporary historical reality of Islam. 
One may hope that the author will 
continue to work in this field, and, 
ae from the vantage point of 
time, later re-assess the Pakistani en- 
deavor.

But Not to the Bowlers. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 13. 
TENPIN mystery was the 
A toric of a late fanning 
session the other night. 
It centered around the alleys 
that are used for Chicago's 
big match game tournament 
every year. Why is it, asked 
a bowler, that the veteran 
stars know how each alley 
will play before they even 
walk into the Coliseum” 


The lanes are factory-new. 
Nobody has rolled a game on 
them at any time. Yet the 
No. 1 alley is invariably fast, 
meaning that a ball has a 
tendency to slide rather than 
roll. No. 14, the outermost 
lane used by the men, is al- 
ways the slowest. The alleys 
in between vary in degrees 
of resistance, but with the 
same peculiarities turning 
up every year. 

Joe Norris, one of bowl- 
ing’s greats for the past two 
decades, brought up the mat- 
ter. It is he who has been 
in charge of installing the 
tournament lanes since 1950. 

“The lanes change from 
day to day, according to the 
weather outside and other 
factors,” said Norris, “but 
always in relation to each 
other. In other words, if 
No. 1 becomes a relatively 
slow alley, No. 14 will be 
even slower. It’s a strange 
thing. 

“This year I tried to fool 
‘em,’ Norris said, “and I 
swear this is true After we 


had the lanes pretty weii 
completed I. decided to 
switch No. 1 and No. 14. 


But you can’t win—that first 
alley is still a racetrack.” 
* + o 

There are some explana- 
tions for the phenomenon, 
of course. 

Air currents are probably 
the most important factor. 
The No. 1 lane is nearest 
the door. Even though a 
curtain separates the alleys 
from the entrance, quite a 
bit of cold air gets through. 
This may prevent the dress- 
ing that is sprayed on the 
alleys each night from dry- 
ing thoroughly, and obvious- 
ly a damp surface will not 
provide much traction. 

The lanes on the other 
side of Coliseum are not 
only farther from the door, 
but they are closer to the 
source of heat. 

The same gusts of air that 
affect drying may also cause 
some of the lanes near the 
center of the building to get 
more than their intended 
share of the mist-like lac- 
quer that is applied to the

It 
came sort of easy to me, so 
I just kept at it whenever I 
got the chance. Nobody in 
particular has taught me 
much about the game, but 
you can learn by watching 
and asking questions.” 

Carman graduated from 
high school ‘and has been 
working as a bowling supply 
salesman for the past year. 

One of the tournament’s 
wisest Bill 
walked by as Carman was 
talking to a newsman. Lil- 
lard was a teeMeage sensa- 
tion in Dallas a decade ago.

The New Films 


Airplane Thriller 


AN AIRPLANE IN TROUBLE coming in for a perilous 
landing is one of the most sure-fire of suspense devices. 
Early this year, Doris Day, as an airlines hostess in “Julie,” 
brought in a passnger plane after her maniacal husband 
had shot both pilots. “The High and the 
Mighty,” three years ago was a thriller 
with John Wayne fighting to keep up a 
trans-Pacific airliner. As long ago as 
1935, Jimmy Cagney was in another heart- 
pounder, “Ceiling Zero,” about a plane 
being guided in in a fog. So there’s noth- 
ing new in the situation in “ZERO 
HOUR,” at the FOX, but it’s never been done better for 
terrific tension and nerve-tingling climax. 

Dana Andrews plays a man with a phobia of airplanes 
and a harrowing guilt complex because as a Canadian 
fighter pilot in World War II he ran six fighters under 
his command into flaming death in crashes in a fog in a 
raid over Germany. Ten years after he follows his angry 
wife (Linda Darnell) and small son onto an airliner bound 
for Vancouver to plead with her to return to him. The 
two pilots, and many of the passengers, including Dana's 
son, are stricken with food poisoning from tainted halibut. 
All probably will die unless hospitalized within a few 
hours. There is no one to fly the plane, and fog blankets 
all runways short of Vancouver. Dana has to take over, 
with his wife as radio operator. The airlines pilot at 
Vancouver who essays to give him a quick checkout by 
radio on operating the plane and reading its bewildering 
maze of instruments just happens to be a fellow pilot from 
the war who blames Dana bitterly for the deaths of his 
comrades and has utterly no confidence in him. That 
makes it unanimous because Dana has no confidence either. 
He almost crashes the plane a couple of times as he goes 
off into lapses of recall of his last deadly flight. 


The excitement and fear as the plane is talked in by 
radio and tracked by radar mounts into hair-raising stuff. 
You really sweat this one out with the passengers and the 
airport people. The canny build-up of tension is abetted 
by Andrews’ strong performance of agonized uncertainty 
and desperate determination. 


TV songstress Peggy King, by the way, makes her 
movie debut as the airliner hostess; she photographs well, 
but there's little test of her acting ability. 

Hal March, the actor who has been in a half-dozen 
previous films, but gained fame as the $64,000 TV quiz- 
master, is starred in the co-feature, “HEAR ME GOOD,” 
a comedy written, produced and directed by Don McGuire. 
As befits a man who's used to tossing around $64,000, Hal 
displays great sang froid as a comedian, playing a Broad- 
way sharpie who's out to fix a beauty contest. There are 
several amusing gags, and it’s not totally unrewarding. But 
the story, much of which reminds one of a poor man’s 
“Room Service,” is too light-weight to hold up. 


Raw Gangster Violence 
With the lifting last year of the Motion Picture Produc- 


tion Code ban, which had been in effect for about 10 years, 
against portraying gangsters of the prohibition: days on the 
screen, United Artists has come out with a bloody business 


called “BABY FACE NELSON,” now on 
view at LOEW’S STATE THEATER. 

Nelson, “Public Enemy No. 1,” on the 
FBI list and machine-gunner for the no- 
torious John Dillinger, was killed by two 
FBI men northwest of Chicago Nov. 27, 
1934, after a battle in which the two 
agents also were killed. Nelson had pre- 
another agent in escaping from an FBI 
attack on the Little Bohemia hideout of the Dillinger gang 
in the Wisconsin woods. 


Nelson, whose real name was Lester M. Gillis, is por- 
trayed by Mickey Rooney—so this is what nice little Andy 
Hardy has grown up to! Physically, this is accurate casting 
—Nelson was also short and light—(5 feet, 434 inches, 133 
pounds). Rooney gives a good performance of cold vicious- 
ness and the picture is realistic and shocking in its vio- 
lence. 


A number of other murders, are added to Nelson's recs 
ord, including the murder of a racketeer and two aids of 
a mailman, and three guards in an armed car holdup, and 
not charged with them at the time of his death, and most 
probably are fictitious. There are several other fictitious 
circumstances added, such as: having Nelson go back to 
crime after being released from prison because he was 
framed by the racketeer for the murder of a labor leader: 
substituting a sweetheart called Sue for Nelson's wife, who 
actually was the woman with him at the time of his death, 
and a melodramatic final closeup in which Nelson dies be- 
fore a gravestone with a sermon on it about the wages of 
sin. 


However, other than the early business about the 
frameup, there is no attempt to gain sympathy for the gun- 
man. It is merely a gory, well-made little tale of violence 
for its own sake. Sir Cedric Hardwicke, no less, whom we 
recently saw in Shakespeare, plays a scabrous, lecherous, 
drunken gangster physician, and plays him remarkably well. 
Carolyn Jones makes a convincing gangster’s moll. Leo 
Gordon is a ferocious, chilling Dillinger.

I feel sure that many readers 

would like to know the an- 

swers to many of these queries. 
>» HOW ARE figure molding 
exercises, different from others? 
4n a way all exercises are 
figure molding in that all of 
them affect the figure. How- 
ever, there are some ‘exercises 
which are especially effective 
in distributing our weight 
nearer to our heart's desire. 

It is entirely possible to lose 
inches in the waist and hips 
and over the abdomen without 

pounds. You also can 
bufld up calf muscles go that 
you increase the oOo 

calves of the legs. So, when I 

say, “figure moldi exercises, 

I mean thdse which I 

found to be most effective in 

correcting figure defects. 

> I HAVE HEARD that one 

must do exercises for at least 

an hour a day in order to make 

a difference in one’s silhouette. 

This is not true. You will 
see a big difference if you do 
your exercises for 20 to 30 min- 
utes daily. The important 
thing is to be regular—do not 
do the exercises for a few days 
and then miss for the next few. 

Naturally, you will get results 
more quickly if you can do 
them for 30 minutes morning 
and night. Also, it takes 
longer to increase a measure- 
ment than to reduce it. In the 
former situation you actually 
are building muscle. 
> I HAVE HEARD that a 
woman should not start exer- 
cises after the age of 40. Is 
this true? 

You can begin regular exer- 
cises at any age unless there is 
some abnormality or systemic 
trouble which makes it unwise. 
Of course, your exercises 
should suit your physical ca- 
pacity. .The older you are the 
more slowly you will have to 
begin, and the less strenuous 
the exercise should be. It is 
also even more important that 
you have .a. physical examina- 
tion before starting exercise. 
However, you always should 
have your blood pressure and 
heart checked at any age, and 
get your doctor’s permission, 
before beginning.

Turncoats 


NEW YORK. 


I HAVE RECEIVED an ap- 
peal in my mail asking wheth- 
er it would not be possible to 
give Christmas amnesty to all 
G.ls who were prisoners-of- 
war in Korea and succumbed, 
as the writer states, to “cold, 
starvation. and torture and 
brainwashing” and, therefore, 
co-operated with their Com- 
munist captors and are now 
spending their young lives in 
prison here. 

I am afraid the man who 
wrote me—he says he took 
part in World War II but not 
in the Korean War and that he 
had neither friends nor family 
involved in the Korean War— 
is not very familiar with what 
actually happened to prisoners- 
of-war in Korea. He seems to 
fee] that the Air Force took 
a different view from other 
branches of the service and 
gave its men different instruc- 
tions. 


AS A MATTER OF FACT, 
I think that all soldiers, no mat- 
ter what branch of the serv- 
ice they were in, received 
similar instructions and, as an 
article in the New Yorker 
magazine pointed out, one feels 
on careful consideration that 
perhaps there was less reason 
for co-operation by these young 
men with their captors than we 
were at first led to believe. 

Their youth, however, does 
make one feel that their cases 
should be reviewed periodical- 
ly. And if any of them can be 
released with the hope that 
they will lead useful lives I 
think it should be done, for 
certainly continuing a life in 
prison has no value for the 
community and none for the 
imprisoned individual. 


I WAS in the Hotel New 
Yorker here the other day, 
and I wish I had had the time 
to visit the hotel’s interfaith 
meditation chapel.

glitter, and oodles of imagination. A fireproof house and 
patient husband also help. 


A FRIEND OF OURS put us through a trial run, 
showed us how to make snowballs out of two halves molded 
in plastic bowls, how to whip froth with an eggbeater, how 
to wax the wick and insert it when half molded instead of 
rigging up Rube Goldberg contrivances to hold it in place. 
In turn, we are happy to pass along the results of our ex- 
perience. Since most of it is a bit negative, it is a list of 
don’ts for doers: 

Don’t break the block of wax with your husband's fav- 
orite carving knife; men are so fussy about their posses- 
sions. 

, Don’t steal the crayons until the children are asleep; 
children are so fussy about their possessions.

An Off- Day for Goose Hunters 


By Leonard Hall 


THE FIRST FAINT LIGHT 
shows in the east as 80 eager 
goose hunters wait outside the 
headquarters at Union County 
Wildlife Refuge in southern 
Illinois for the last word on 
the morning’s shoot. Big Neal 
Rowe who handles the draw- 
ing for pits for the day, mixes 
a bit of humor with his last- 
minute instructions. “No mov- 
ing from one pit to another; 
one goose per gun; no raking 
the sky for high-fliers, in the 
interest of good sportsman- 
ship—and if anybody has hard 
liquor we'll be glad to take 


care of it at headquarters until , 


you get back.” With this the 
hunters crowd board farm 
wagons drawn by tractors and 
each pair are dropped in turn 
at their pit. Here in fields 
of corn, wheat or Ladino clover, 
each pit or blind has its group 
of “shadows,” as goose decoys 
are commonly called. 


As Earl Presley, Les Kahler 
and I headed out toward our 
pits with George Arthur, sen- 
ior waterfowl biologist and 
management supervisor for the 
Illinois Department of Con- 
servation, we could see that 
the clouds were breaking up. 
Everywhere in the darkness 
overhead we could hear geeses 
honking as they traded back 
and forth. We dropped two 
more wildlife biologists from 
the Conservation Department 
who'd come down from north- 
ern Illinois for a day’s goose 
shooting at the end of their 
pheasant season. Then George 
and I hiked to a pit at the edge 
of the corn and Presley and 
Kahler headed for another in 
a field near the timber. Day- 
light came fast, now, and on 
every side we could see 
bunches of geese moving. But 
this, said George, was going 
to be a-poor day. Too still 
and bright, while the snow 
made the geese reluctant to 
come down into the fields to 
feed. 


NEVER having invested in 
electrically heated “longies,” I 
was so padded with flier’s 
breeches and fleece-lined jacket 
that I needed a winch to lower 


myself into the pit. But I fi- 
nally made it, laid out the 
movie camera, slipped two 


shells in the over-and-under 
and was ready for the day. 
The light strengthened and as 
a flock of a dozen honkers 
came out of the refuge in our 
direction, George started talk- 
ing to them. He certainly knew 
their language, for 3 a pair broke |

newest, most exciting 
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off and came pitching in. They 
made a fine silhouette against 
the sunrise and I grabbed the 
camera on its gun-stock, and 
started shooting; as I did also 
with the next pair George 
called down. This almost proved 
my undoing, as far as getting 
a goose was concerned, for 
George’s prediction that the 
birds weren't going to “work” 
today came true. A half hour 
later, one lonesome gander 
craned his neck at our shad- 
ows, emptied the air from his 
wings and dropped his feet and 
tail—and ended his career in 
the corn stalks beside the blind. 

This was practically the last 
goose of the morning to come 
within range—although there 
were plenty that I could reach 
out and bag with the telephoto 
lens. I found more interesting, 
however, my two or three 
hours spent listening to George 
Arthur who is really tops in 
this field of wildlife manage- 
ment. He graduated from our 
wildlife unit at the University 


of Missouri, we found countless 
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mutual friends—and 
mutual interests. 
FROM the _ standpoint of 
over-all hunting success, this 
proved the worst day of the 
entire season on the public 
hunting area at Union County 
Refuge. The big birds, as we 
confirmed later by driving 
through the closed parts of the 
area, sat in the warm sun with 
heads tucked under their wings 
and didn't move out to feed. 
Perhaps a third of the gunners 
bagged their goose as a few 
Canadas traded back and forth 
between the big lakes. This 
would be fair shooting on some 
hunting grounds but is a poor 
record here, as anyone knows 
who has been on the area when 
65,000 geese are flying and 
dropping into the shadows. 
We got a touch of this in the 
afternoon when, with special 
permission from refuge super- 
visor Bob Turner and warden 
Joe North, we went back into 
the feeding area to get some 
more movies. The thing that 
impressed me most, however, 
was the fact stressed by biolog- 
ist Arthur: that we can “man- 
age” wild geese and actually 
keep their numbers increasing, 
while still taking a good har- 
vest each season. It is a matter 
of establishing refuges of suf- 
ficient size at proper places 
along the flyways, planting 
these to the right kinds of food 
to nourish the birds through 
the winter, and then carefully 
controlling the shooting. It is 
different from old-time goose 
hunting—yet 
and has a future ahead of it.

The opening was hardly three 
feet above the water surface, 
and there was danger of 
striking one’s head. 

After passing safely through 
the entrance, we found our- 
selves in a cave (or grotto) 
with a length of 175 feet and 
a width of 98 feet. It is from 
20 to 39 feet high in various 
parts. 

I HAVE SEEN many a blue 
sea, many a blue sky, but nev- 
er elsewhere have I beheld a 
living blue such as I saw in 
the Blue Grotto. This blue was 
seen when I looked back at 


‘the entrance, from a distance 


of 40 or 50 feet. Instead of 
glinting from the surface, the 
sunshine penetrated the gently- 
moving water to a depth of 15 
or 20 inches. . 

A boatman said that the ef- 
fect was due to reflection of 
the sunshine from underwater
